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Surprise move cancels town meeting 


There will be no special town 
meeting on August 25. 

The Wilmington selectmen Monday 
night voted four to one to rescind their 
vote to hold a special town meeting on 
thatdate, They then voted to hold one 
‘on Sept. 22. 

The special town meeting was to 
have considered four articles. Two 
related to proposed housing for the 
elderly. One related to the town's 
bonding authority on sewer and water 
projects, The fourth related to the 
Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority project on Jewell Drive. 

The rescinding of the town meeting 
came on a motion by Aldo Caira. He 
had been the maker of the motion to 
hold the special town meeting. 


Vandals are suspected of setting 


Caira complained that articles had 
been added to the warrant after the 
selectmen had voted to close it. 

In his original motion last month to 
open the warrant for the special town 
meeting, Caira had at first attempted 
to restrict the warrant to one article. 
Town Manager Sterling Morris 
persuaded him to allow a second 
article, alluding to the problem that 
the town has had with approval\.of 
bonding. Caira allowed the bonding 
article, but was emphatic in 
restricting the warrant to two ar- 
ticles, in his motion at the July 14 
meeting. 

The topic of housing projects had 
become a very hot issue in the past 
month. The proposal by the

Wilmington Housing Authority to 
have a developer build 80 units of 
elderly housing and 25 units of family 
(low-income) housing near 
Wilmington Plaza yee met with sexi 
opposition, especially from people 
living near the site of the proposed 
project. 

The warrant for the town meeting 
didnot contain a spécific yes or no 
{question as~to preference on the 
housing. Instead there were two 
questions which would have enabled 
the housing to be built. 

The selectmen were concerned as to 
the bonding authority question, if the 
special town meeting were cancelled. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
explained that the town would be in a 
predicament if the bonding authority 
was not clarified. He said that the 
town would not be authorized to float 
a bond anticipation note until all the 
bonding requirements are met. 

“If I did not have bonding authority, 
I would be taking a chance,” Morris 
said. 

The selectmen voted for the Sep- 
tember meeting, but it will not be the 
same as for the cancelled Aug. 25 
meeting.

Parking law 
in effect 


People who park’ in fire lanes at 
local shopping centers have been a 
problem in Wilmington for years. In 
one recent case, an ambulance could 
not be brought near a store where an 
elderly person had suffered a heart 
attack, because there were too many 
cars in the way. 

Until recently, the town did not 
have the authority to tow cars at 
private shopping centers 

The annual town meeting passed a 
law to allow such towing, and the law 
has been approved by the attorney 
general's office. It is now in effect. 

Police can now direct a tow truck 
operator to remove cars from the fire 
lane in shopping centers, and then 
hold the cars for payment of towing 
and storage fees.

But does no meeting mean no housing? 


With no special town meeting, will 
there be no housing for the elderly” 

Monday night's vote by the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen to 
rescind the special town meeting adds 
more questions to an issue that was 
already clouded with questions. 

When informed that the selectmen 
had taken the action to cancel the 
August 25 special town meeting, 
members of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority questioned the legality of 
the move. They also stated their 
intention to continue with their efforts 
to build housing for the elderly in 
Wilmington. 

Whether they will be able to 
proceed with the project near 
‘Wilmington Plaza is a good question. 
The Housing Authority possibly did 
not need town meeting approval to 
build housing for the elderly. The 
town meeting action would have 
facilitated the project, and the votes 
would have given the Housing 
Authority a true indication of the 
support or opposition for the project. 

The first article relating to housing 
for the elderly would have changed 
the town's age requirement in the 
zoning for housing for the elderly to 
conform with the federal guidelines. 
This was needed to qualify for federal 
funding. 

The second article was to transfer 
8000 sq. ft. of town owned land to the 
jwusing authority for frontage for the 
project. The land selected for the site 
lies in three zoning districts, general 
business, single residence A and B. 
The zoning law allows elderly housing 
only in residential districts, not 
general business. 

Had the second article been ac- 
cepted, it would have allowed more 


room for the elderly units to be 
located on. Without the additional 
6,000 sq. ft., the units, if built, would 
be closer together. 

One avenue open to the Wilmington 
Housing Authority has always been 
the “‘anti-snob zoning” law. Also 
known as Chapter 774, this law would 
allow a developer to override local 
zoning laws to build subsidized 
housing. 

The Wilmington Housing Authority 
had long been split on whether to use 
this provision. Two members had 
said that if the town meeting turned 
down the housing for the elderly, that 
they would not go the 774 route. But 
with the town meeting cancelled, the 
members of the housing authority 
have turned around and are now 
speaking of going the 774 route. 

The cancelling of the town meeting, 
one housing authority member said, 
is an attempt by four selectmen to 
deny townspeople the right to vote on 
the issue. 

‘The cancelling of the special town 
meeting has somewhat eclipsed the 
original question on the issue. Can the 


town (the WHA) persuade the federal 
government to fund the elderly 
project without the low-income 
project. The U.S, Dept. of Housing 
and Urban Development has never 
allowed such a split. Also, HUD had 
previously turned down five 
Wilmington requests for elderly 
housing. It wasn't until the town 
actively pursued low-income housing 
that HUD gave its approval to the 
elderly housing. 

Questions as to wetlands impact 
will still be addressed by the Con- 
servation Commission. A hearing 
was held on Aug. 7, and was continued 
to Aug. 21. It can be expected that the 
Concom will issue its statement of 
order and conditions soon after the 
hearing closes. 

Concern as to placement of local 
residents in the elderly housing was 
being addressed by the Housing 
Authority as the selectmen were 
voting down the special town meeting 

‘The WHA had just applied for 
preferential treatment under chapter 
7465.1 to limit access to people living 
or working in Wilmington. 


Hearings also cancelled 


The cancelling of the special town 
meeting has resulted in the cancelling 
of two hearings related to the town 
meeting. 

The Wilmington Finance Com- 
mittee and the Wilmington Planning 
Board each were to have held public 
hearings on the warrant articles, 
‘These meetings are cancelled

mission, though, will continue as 
scheduled, on August 21. The ruling 
by the Conservation Commission does 
not relate to the warrant articles, but 
rather to the proposal to build the 
housing on the site near Wilmington 
Plaza 

It is still unknown whether there 
will be a Board of Appeals hearing on 
the proposed project, on Aug. 26.

Everyone has some special quality. 
Some chart stock market trends,

“| have the unique quality that 
people like to tell me their problems," 
says Warren, who first discovered the 
calming effect he has on people about 
eight years ago, when many of the 
clients who visited him on business as

problems 

I'd talk to them and relax them, 
and, low and behold, I'd end up having 
sort of a hypnotizing effect on them. 
They'd come in all uptight and leave 
feeling very relaxed and much better 
about themselves." 

Warren went to a reputed hypnotist 
to learn the proper hypnosis 
techniques, and began taking 
psychology classes at area colleges 
‘After a time, he was qualified enough 
togive lectures on hypnosis at various 
schools and social clubs. 

Despite his proficiency, he has 
rarely had a caseload of more than 
three people because of his job 
demands and involvement in com- 
munity activities.

Warren is the owner of the Lowell 
Adjustment Bureau, located at the 
Bradford Building on Main Street, 
Tewksbury. He is also a constable, a 
fence viewer,’and chairman of the 
Tewksbury Industrial Finance 
Authority, as well as past president of 
the Tewksbury Lions Club and a 
member of the Wamesit Lodge of 
Masons. 

Asa clinical hypnotist, Warren sees 
people who want to achieve specific 
goals, like losing weight, stopping 
smoking, learning better “study 
habits, developing athletic talents, 
conquering phobias, etc. 

Most of those who come to him are 
referred by physicians or 
psychiatrists, who realize that the 
work done by trained hypnotists is 
based on sound medical principles, 
and not some kind of hocus-pocus. 

For example, Warren treats obesity 
by using hypnosis to slow down the 
rate at which his patients eat. Ac- 
cording to him, it's been medically 
proven that hunger pangs subside 
after the eating process triggers 
certain juices in the body to start 
flowing. Their release is not related 
in any way to how fast food is eaten, 
so they are not released more rapidly 
just because food is eaten more 
quickly. Thus, if people ate slower, 
they would feel satisfied after eating 
less. People who eat relatively 
quickly often just eat too much 

Under hypnosis, a person is 
repeatedly told and shown how to eat 
slower and savor their foods. That 
knowledge remains in the sub- 
conscious, and emerges when he or 
she starts eating again. That's called 
post-hypnotic suggestion. 

“One woman went from a dumpy, 
bothered person to a healthy, ex- 
tremely attractive middle aged lady 
after seeing me," Warren says with 
understandable pride 

He can rattle off a long list of other 
successful cases, After hypnosis, one 
former football star made a 
comeback; a man was finally able to 


pass a state trooper exam; a high 
school student progressed from 
failing to a high B average; and one 
woman even overcame her 
exaggerated fear of red ants.

Memories of Quannapowitt race track 


On August 6th the Town Crier told a 
story about Herb Barrows, and race 
tracks, The story was inspired by the 
destruction of the Rockingham race 
track, in Salem, New Hampshire, the 
week before, in a disastrous fire. 

‘The Reading Chronicle, in the same 
week, and because of the same in- 
spiration (Rockingham) told of the 
* Quannapowitt race track, in more 
detail than did the Town Crier, Herb 
Barrows, as a youth, drove a sulky at 
that track. 

Herb was a lover of horse flesh. To 
his dying day he could tell you about 
every horse he had ever owned, and 
Herb owned, in his time a lot of 
horses, He ‘always, when possible, 
bought horses that had been 

- maltreated, and built them up tosfine 
healthy animals, and he could, years 
later, recount in detail how he did it. 

On November 29, 1887 the Reading 
Chronicle printed a story that the 
Middlesex East Agricultural 
Association had been issued a charter 
by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwea!th.- The cesociation owned 11 
acres of land, off Salem Street in 
Reading, and near the Wakefield line. 

Part of the 41 acres was to include a 
half mile race track. Since the site of 
the race track was near a street car 
line it was felt that under competent 
management the enterprise would 
make money 

In 1889, the Chronicle reports, the 
treasurer of the association was 
Charles A. Loring of Reading. Those 
readers who know of Reading 
backgrounds will be certain to 
recognize that name. He lived in a big

house on Summer Avenue in that 
town. 

The first race, the Chronicle 
reports, was on Sept. 28, 1898, That is 
a surprise to the writer, who thought 
that Herb was racing ‘at the track 
before that date. However, the 
Chronicle records that date as the 
“big opening date.” It is possible that 
there had been racing before that day, 
and that Herb was in that racing. 

Dr. C.H. Playdon, Reading 
veterinarian, was among the mem- 
bers of the Quannapowitt Driving 
Club, The members of that club 
competed, the Chronicle says, in the 
various meets in the area, including 
those on the Reading track. 

Of course it is possible Herb 
Barrows belonged to that club. The 
writer never heard him say so. Doc 
Playdon served as a local official in 
many towns, including Wilmington, 
where he was the Inspector of 
Slaughtering, in the days when 
Wilmington was the home of much 
cattle business. He was, everyone 
agrees, a jovial, hearty. man. 

It seems there were three days, 
annual, each fall for trotting and 
pacing races, from the beginning. 
Later there were running races, and 
exhibition of work horses and prize 
winning cattle were popular. Auto 
races began in 1900, and they were 
reported as “not very exciting” 
because the entries were just “road 
wagons."” 

In 1913 there was a beautiful sight to 
be seen, though, when there was a 
parade of “decorated automobiles.’” 
World War I brought an end to the

principles of that skill,” Warren says. 
“| just try to get that person to per- 
form according to the right prin- 
ciples.” 

‘Consequently, Warren often has to 
do research before taking on some 
cases, 

The average patient is put into a 
hypnotic trance within 10 minutes. To 
achieve this, Warren asks them to 
concentrate on some item in the 
room, like a spot on the wall, while he 
talks soothingly to them. Shortly 
afterward, they feel sleepy and close 
their eyes. 

~The whole idea of someone 
swinging a watch in front of them is 
really outdated and unnecessary,” 
Warren says. According to him, such 

ip is reserved for hyp- 
notists who perform as entertainment 
on stage. 

Warren describes the trance as a 
“euphoric state,” under which the 
person feels lackadaisical and usually 
doesn't speak unless commanded to 
do so. 

Under such a state, the person is 
very open to suggestion. 

However, people under hypnosis 
will not do things they would or- 
dinarily object to, or which would be 
harmful to their bodies. 

“Those defenses are always up,” 
Warren says. “If someone is by 
nature prudish, for instance, it’s 
unlikely they'd do something that 
others would consider loose or liberal. 
And I think that's one of the biggest 
fears le have about being hyp- 
porn they’d do something that 
will embarass them. That rarely 
happens.” 

According to Warren, there are 
three basic types of trances: mild, 
medium, and a deep trance. Only one 
out of every 100 can go into a deep 


trance. ‘They are called “som- 
nambulistic.”” 

Most people don’t need to go into a 

trance to achieve their specific 
goals, like weight loss. The majority 
‘of people who are able and willing do 
it out of curiosity, or because they 
need help with deep-rooted 
psychological problems. 

Warren has had some interesting 
experiences dealing with som- 
nambulists, 

‘The one most vivid in his memory 
involved an acquaintance of his, who 
after many sessions, each trance 
taking him back further into his past, 
was able to ‘go back to the womb,”” 
That final step required the presence 
of a psy¢hiatrist. 

According to Warren, the man was 
able to describe names and places 
from his past lives. For instance, he 
was a seaman on the California coast 
in his last life. Before that, he was a 
baker at the Plymouth Colony; prior 
to that, a groom for a knight; and 
preceding that, a Norseman. 

Warren did research and was able 
to verify the names and places 
described. In his present life, the man 
has not visited most of those places. 

“One thing that was realistic about 
Warren says, ‘‘is that the man 
never said that he was a king or some 
other famous person. He was always 
just a simple person.” 

To reach that state of trance, 
Warren had to see the man a great 
many times, Most of his patients 
come once or twice and are cured of 
their problem. Warren also teaches 
his patients how to perform hypnosis 
on themselves, so they can help 
themselves. 

On the average, Warren charges $25 
for the first visit, which lasts one and 
a-half to two hours. All lessons 
thereafter are $15.

The Wilmington police blotter for 
the week endirig August 12 showed 
seven criminal arrests and six 
protective custody detentions.

This includes 
the area in front of DeMoulas and 
Lucci's shopping center, Anyone 
parking in these fire lanes may be 
towed on a police request and at the 
owner's expense.
